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WORLD'S BIGGEST DAM 


Americans arc so used to thinking of 


everything in the United States as the big- 
gest, that the latest news from China is 
startling. Designs for the largest concrete 
dam on record, proposed for the Yangtze 
river gorges, are under study at the en 
neering headquarters of the Reclamation 
Bureau at Denver. Plans have been prepared 
by John L. Savage of Denver, chief designing 
engineer for the bureau, who designed the 
dams at Boulder and Grand Coulee. 


The new dam is to have a power-gcncrat 


Ing capacity of 10,000,000 kilowatts, twice 
the potential capacity of all the reclamation 
projects jn the United States, and five times 
the potential capacity of Grand Coulee. 


This gradiose scheme stems from the 


iT.V.A. and Grand Coulee, whose influence is 
spreading round the world. The Russians 
are frankly copying these in their news in- 
stallations on the Dnieper river. In West 
Africa the French expect to harness the 
Niger near Timbuctoo, a river as large as 
the Missouri. Plans to use the 2,900-mile 
.Yangtze are being drawn. 


If Uncle Sam is not going to have the 


world's biggest dam, at least he started the 
idea. 


PRINCESS WITH A WRENCH 


Royalty in centuries past was a symbol 


of pomp. It meant, too often, arbitrary rule 
by an individual whose own life was far re 
moved from that of his people. Today, where 
it exists, it is still a symbol, a rallying poin 
for the national loyalty, but also a hard 
.working group. What few kings retain any 
ancestral power bring to it personal under- 
standing of the lives of their people. 


Perhaps nothing recently has better illus- 


trated this than the latest photograph of 
Her Royal Highness, the Princess Elizabeth, 
heir-apparent to the throne of England, fu- 
ture ruler of "Great Britain and Ireland and 
of the British Dominions beyond the Seas.' 
For here arc no flowing trains, no diadem 
or jewels. On the contrary, it is a picture 
from an officers' training camp of Seconc 
Subaltern Elizabeth Windsor, on overallec 
knees, wrench in hand, learning to change 
a car wheel.

A HUNGRY WORLD

International trade has almost stopped in 


Europe. People are ragged and hungry 
They suffer from the diseases which come 
from lack of proper food. Our British allies 
get along with the least food possible, to 
save shipping space for munitions. The 
Orient naturally suffers more than usual.

not complain, when salespeople in the stores 
arc unable to satisfy customers.

HITLER'S BOAST 


On September 1. 3939, Hitler Invaded Poland 


and thli wir begin. On that day, addressing the 
Reichstag, Hitler laid: 


"I am asking ot no German man more than I 


myself was ready throughout four years at 
«ny 


ime to do. There will be no hardships for Ger- 
nani to which I myself will not submit. My whole 
ife henceforth belongs more than ever to my peo- 
ple. 
I am from now on just first soldier of the Ger- 


man Reich. I have once more put on that coat 
hat was the most sacred and dear lo me. I will 
not take it oft again until victory Is secured, or I 
will not survive the outcome. 


"Should anything happen to me In the struggle 


:hen my first successor is Party Comrade Gocring; 
should anything happen to Party Comrade Goer i UK 
my next successor Is Party Comrade Hess. You 
vould then be under obligation to Rive to them as 
Fuehrer the lame blind loyalty and obedience as 
to myself. . . . 
". . . I enter upon this struggle with a stout 


leart . • . There was only one watchword for that 
struggle: Faith In this people. One word I have 
never learned: That is. surrender." 


And look at Germany now! 
Contrast Hitler's pride wilh the words of the 


British Prime Minister, Neville Chamberlain, who 
two days later said: 


"This is a sad day for all ot us, and to none is 


it sadder than to me. 
Everything that I have 


worked for, everything that I have hoped for. 
sverythinj; that I have believed in during my pub- 
lic life, has crashed into ruins. There is only one 
thing left for me to do; that is. to devote what 
strength and powerp I have to forwardlne the vic- 
tory of the cause for which we have lo sacrifice so 
much . . . I trust I may live to see the day when 
Hltlerism has been destroyed and a liberated 
Europe has been re-established." 


And look at Great Britain now! 
Germany Was mightier than anv of her neigh- 


bor* when Hitler spoke on that September da.v, but 
there is alwayn some one mightier or some group 
or even some ideal. The mightiest qo under and 
new nations rise'and that is called history. Hitler 
(ought to unite Europe by force: he achieved the 
delation of Europe by force. His capital, Berlin, 
is sacked by foreign troops. He. himself, may be 
dear), or if not. he should be, according to his toast. 
But millions of innocent men and women and even 
children have been driven and hacked to death only 
because Hitler hod formed a pattern of power, a 
blueprint of might. His nattern is torn: his blur- 
print is In shreds; his beloved Germanv groans. 


Perhaps Hitler never believed 
that England 


would need only one Munich, not two. Poland had 
to be Inviolable if the sanctity of treaty was to be 
preserved. It did not matter at all whether Poland 
was-the kind of democracy that the British had 
m&de of their own country. What did matter was 
that Great Britain had guaranteed the existence of 
Poland, and having been forced, by necessity, to de- 
lay at Munich, she could not. with honor 
dclav 


after Warsaw. 
.And so war came to Europe on September 1, 
1939. and Is ending now with American and Rus- 
aian troops in Berlin and British and French troops 
are joining them. And Germanv is only an occu- 
pied area, occupied in five zones, govcrner by 
strangers, and Hitler is no more the mighty man 
who throve on hate and sent his own people to 
madness and to death. 


Apoarently the great of this world learn too 


little from history.. Again, they talk of "friendly" 
bufrtr states, of the need for "friendly" neighbors 
which they arc translating into actual seizure of 
the countries of other peoples. They arc thf new 
mighty oncs-oerhaps not quite as crude as Hitler 
but nonetheless pursuing identic policies of unit- 
ing by force what will never hold together They 
seem not to have learned this one great lesson, that 
always sgmeone mightier appears to avenge injus- 
tice, to punish the wrongdoer, to destroy the 
wicked. The paradox, in history, has been that 
only too often the avenging angel sinks to the level 
of the devil whom he set out to destroy

ANXIETY AND 'FATIGUE 


You.may wonder at times why you ore so tired 


at the end of the day. As you look back over the 
amount of mental or physical work you have done 
for that day you have to admit that you have done 
even less- than normal. 


What you have forgotten is that you were more 


anxiajus, more nervous, seemed to be doing more 
worrying than usual. 


Some months ago I mentioned an article in 
the Connecticut State Medical Journal. "Anxiety 
and Fatigue," by Commander Francis J. Braccland 
»nd Lieutenant Howard P. Rome, United State: 
Naval Resen-e. 


"The degree of fatigue In an individual is de- 


pendent to a great extent upon Ihe degree of anx- 
iety present, and. vice versa, the decree of anxictj 
doccnds to « great extent upon the tiredness or 
fflfeuc present in all of us. We face tasks without 
much anxiety when we arc rested that cause great 
anxiety when we arc tired, and. vice versa, we tire 
more readily when we arc in an anxious state o: 
mind." 


It seems natural for most of us to be anxious or 


worried at times because being human we are anx- 
ious about our family, our friends and even the 
world itself. Yet the truth of the matter is that 
anxiety and worry arc really forms of fear, nnc 
fear within us is dangerous to body and mind.

The Kingston Lions Club at its 


meeting Tuesday held a discussion 
in connection with the United Na- 
tions Conference. Rabbi Bloom 
acted as moderator. The program 
was In keeping with the Lions. 
United Nations Conference Week 
now being observed throughout 
the world. 


The discussion was held in order 


that the local Lions might have 
brought before them some of the 
questions which will be considered 
at the conference. It was resolved 
following the discussion that pend- 
ing the developments of details and 
the completion of the Dumbarton 
Oaks proposals or some other sim- 
ilar world organization, that the 
President of the United States, 
the State Department and the 
Senate should conclude as soon as 
possible, 
agreements 
with 
our 


principal allies providing for com- 
plete present and future demili- 
tarization of Germany and Japan. 


The United States should use 


all reasonable means to assure our 
Allies and the other nations of the 
world that we intend to share in 
the direction of and responsibility 
for the settlement of the war and 
the maintenance of peace there- 
after, with force, if necessary. 


We know that the Founding 


Fathers recognized the need for 
both unity and force when they 
converted a loose and disorganized 
group of colonies into our present 
federal system of government. We 
know, also, from the history and 
development of that federal gov- 
ernment that they were right in 
their convictions, despite the fact 
that the original document was 
neither perfect nor complete. We 
believe that the principle of unity 
for safety and other purposes can 
likewise be beneficially applied 
among nations. Drawing further 
from the history of our Constitu- 
tion and the judgments of a free 
and unbiased Court system which 
has breathed life therein and for- 
mulated policies of government 
thereunder to the end that the 
Constitution has grown and lived 
with the economic life and neces- 
sity of the people, we believe that 
the framework and the details of a 
World Organization must be work- 
ed out by the chosen leaders of 
the nations; that the document on 
which it is based must be elastic 
enough to expand to meet the 
needs which the future will dic- 
tate; that the document must be 
given life, growth and policies 
through the judgments of a final 
tribunal or assembly; and finally, 
that such judgments, when the 
necessity arises, must be carried 
out by force of arms contributed 
by the signatory nations.

molesting rulers. A typical ex- 
ample was the King of the Bel- 
gians, who lived throughout the 
conflict in a farm-house at La 
Panne, not far from the fighting 
lines. There wasn't a day when the 
royal family couldn't have been 
wiped out by bombing or shelling
